1 . IN A COMMENTARY ON THE RESIGNATION OF 
AMBASSADOR MOYNIHAN, THE SED ORGAN NEUES DEUTSCHLAND 
DESCRIBES HIS DEPARTURE FROM THE UN SCENE AS INEVITABLE 
GIVEN THE CURRENT EFFORTS TOWARD GREAT POWER DETENTE.
